Mr. F.C. Jenkin appeared for the 
plaintiff in a money lendihg dis- 
ute heard by . the Puisne 
ndge (Mr, Justice Gompertz) in 
the Summary, Court to-day, The 
parties were both Indian watchmen. 
Sawan, the plaintiff, claimed from 
‘Ghulan Mohamed a sum of $428.50, 
the equivalent of 750 rupees 
said to have been lent by him. 
Before the case’ started Mr, 
MacCullum, who appeared to op- 
pose the claim, told His Honour 
that the defendant had_ not turned 
up.

Tobacco dndalcoliol he never tack, 
but he added to his abstinences at 
this time every form pf stimulant, 
even tea and coffec. 

“In winter he rose ‘at six in the 
morning, was at business by seven, 
walked home to dinner at his 
father’s house:at Edgbaston at one, 
and took his tea—bread and butter 
and water—on the business pre- 
mises. He often did not leave work 
until nine o'clock. In the summer 
he rose at §15 a.m, and left business 
at six, snatching some recreation'in 
the evening. : 

CRICKET AND SKATING. 

-It is really rather a relief to learn 
that George Cadbury cowld admit 
the need for recreation at all, But 
he had a love for.cricket. that he 
never outlived; and in his younger 
days an enthusiasm for skating 
that was strong enough to make 
him rise at five o’clock'on a frosty 
morning “so as to be on the ice 
before dawn, and thus have two 
hours exercise , before going t6 
business at nine in the oify,”. + ‘+ 

‘Even at that time George Cad: 
bury’showed that altruistic spirit of 
the true social reformer. The ideal 
which resulted in the building ofa 
garden city for his workers was 
ever béfore .him in his relations 
with his employees; so few comipar- 
atively, then, that the busin ys 
his biographer, was like a family 
party, with ‘whom: he “breakfisted 
every morning.. During breakfast 
he read aloud from a book of gens 
eral interest,;and fron that custom, 
emerged the practice of beginning 
the day at the works with a brief. 
religious service. ~ 

Long after, George Cadbury, 
looking back on those days of 
struggle, said that at that time they 
made a cocoa “of which they were 
not very proud. . Only dne-fifth of 
it was cocoa, the rest being potato 
starch; sago flour, and treacle, 
Other manufacturers made the 
same article—a conrforting gruel.” 

Those, early” struggles have a2 
human interest: that is necessarity 
lacking. in his later career as a 
great newspaper proprietor. But 
to the end.George Cadbury re- 
mained, as Mr, Gardiner shows, a 
simple and kindhearted man, in- 
defatigable in wel! doing. For him 
indeed “the true. success was to 
labour”—not only.for himself. but 
for his.fellow-men.

RAILWAY REPORT FROM 
CANTON END. 


The following is taken from the 
Trade Returns for 1922 issued by 
the Customs. “Tt's an ill 
wind that blows nobody good,” 
and the following notes upon the 
“the Canton—Kowloon Railway, 
courteously . supplied by — the 
management, will be read with in- 
terest. ‘The improvement in 
working results which was effected 
in 1921 has been considerably i in 
creased. The whole of the loan in- 
‘terest’ duc-in the first half-year and 
a large proportion of Ioan interest 
due in the second half-year was 
met from revenues, ‘The balance 
offoan interest and anortization in- 
stalment forthe year were discharg- 
ed by the Ministry of Communica- 
tia In January and February 
the railway benefitted considerably 
in both passenger ‘and goods 
service, owing to the dislocation of 
river triftic cused hy the seamen’s 
strike, These advantages were, 
however, greatly counterbalanced 
by the effect on the railway of the 
political disturbances of June and 
July, Slight damage was caused, 
hy the bombardment of the city in 
June,to the station at Taishatou and 
wo rollingestock 3 serious damage 
was done to bridges by demolitions 
in July ; traffic had to be suspended 
for five days in-that month.. All 
damage to bridges bas been made 
good. Rainfall was considerably 
above normal, and the flood in’ the 
East River reached ‘the highest 
level since 1918; damage to the 
railway was, how ever, insignificant, 
and there was no interruption to 
traffic from this cause. -Total earns 
ings from all sources during. the 
year were $1,503,000, about $220,000 
in excess of. 1921. Net revenue for 
the year, after payment of working 
‘expenses, ahout $600,000; number 
of through passengers carried ‘ up! 
from British section to Chinese 
section, 425,913 ; number of through 
passengers carried ‘down’ from 
Chinese section to British section, 
417,839; total through passengers, 
$43,752; number of local passengers 

carded both ways on Chinese 
tatal passengers 
carried, 2,137,306, an increase 
1921 of about 84,000 passengers 5

HOW CHINA 1§ LOSING 
ROUND. : 


— 

The_following extract from the 
“ Report on the Chinese Post Office 
for, 1922” shows what effect the 
troubles in the adjoining Province 
has on the Chinese ‘ Postal 
service :— 

‘Kwangtun g.—Not in any previ- 
ous year has Kwangtung been ina 
stale of more continuous turmoil, 
whereby trade’. was adversely 
affected. Early in the year, the 
seamen’s strike paralysed trade for 
alinost two months, i.c., from 13th 
January to 8th “March, and during 
this period all local shipping. on 
the South China coast was entirely 
suspended. Following’ the gettle- 
ment of the strike, political dissen= 
sion arose in April and was pro= 
longed until- August. Then came 
the disastrous typhoon that swept 
over Swatow und the neighbour- 
hood, resulting in enormous loss of 
life ‘and depression of. business, 
All these thiggs _ considered, 


showevér, the financial results for 


the year were not unsatisfactory. 
The number of articles posted 
for local delivery advanced from 
3,549,500 to 4,448,100, the increase 
of 904,600 articles being contribut- 
ed mainly by Canton. During the 
year 7. registered minecht were 
closed (one at Canton and 16 at 
Kiungchow), but the business of 
these hongs had for some time 
been practically of no importance, 
and it already realised that 
their closing would be but a matter 
of time, ‘The decrease shown in 
he parcel traffic is attributed tothe 
djsturbed conditions already ¢x- 
plained. Owing to the trouble: 
Kwangsi, the parcel’ business ‘with 
that province was occasionally 
suspended. On the other hand, 
a great number of parcels 
posted in Kwarngtung (Fat- 
shan) for places in Kwangsi 
were lost as the result of brigan-|1 
dage. and piracy in Kwongsi. 
These losses and adverse con- 
ditions have had a serious effect 


‘upon ‘the Fatshan parcel business 


to Kwangsi, as the merchants: 
suffered considerably during the 
year. It is noticed already that, 


owing to these causes and the con-}, 


tinued interruption of the motor- 
boat traffic oa the West River above 
Wuchow,. the merchants, who 
formerly forwarded their parcels 
to Namheung.and places beyond 
through the post, are now forward- 
ing them by “ Hungtan" boats to 
Pakhoi and then by_ (private) 
couriers to destination. The parcels 
posted at Fatshan during the year 
declined by half, as compared 
with the. figures for 1921. The 
temporary suspenion of the parcel 
business with places.in Southern 
Kiangsi from June to August, and 
also. with Fukien in *October, 
further added to the ~gencral de- 


cline of business,
